AMERICAN LEGION GIFT 



,As a fitting beginning for "Boy 
Week," the H. D. Speakman 
American Legion Post No. 356 held 
a special meeting on Monday eve- 
ning in the interest of the Boy 
Scouts of Narberth. It was on this 
occasion that they presented the 
boys with a large American flag. 

In addition to the officers and 
members of the Legion, there were 
in attendance upward of 35 scouts, 
and a goodly number of fathers. 
The scouts were in command of 
Scoutmaster Benjamin J. Cook. 
The meeting was held in the Legion 
room at the Community House. 

Following the formal opening of 
the Legion meeting, the regular or- 
der of business was suspened by 
Commander Allan E. Shubert. He 
outlined the purpose of the special 
meeting which was in the interest 
of the boys, and then called upon 
W. Russell Green to make the 
presentation of the flag. It was ac- 
cepted on the part of the boys by 
C. M. Little, chairman of the Troop 
Committee, with fitting remarks 
concerning the fine spirit of co- 
operation that exists between the 
two organizations. 

Mr. Green, in his remarks, im- 
pressed upon the boys the many 
great deeds that had been done in 
the cause of the country for which 
that particular flag stood, and ad- 
monished them to live such lives 
that would continue to bring glory 
and credit to it. "In its folds," he 
said, "are woven more than mere 
silken threads. Those who have 
preceded us, by their very acts have 
woven into- it ;oo per cent. Ameriij 
canism, which was done through 
great sacrifice." 

Mr. Little, in thanking the Le- 
gion for its generous gift, gave the 
assurance that so far as the boys 
of Troop 1 were concerned they 
would do their utmost to uphold 
the traditions of the flag and the 
country for which it stands. 

Following the flag ceremonies, 
W. M. Keenan, secretary to ex- 
Senator George Wharton Pepper, 
was presented to the boys, who gave 
him a rousing cheer. He spoke en- 
thusiastically about the scout work, 
citing instances of boy activities 
prior to the organization of the 
scout movement. His remarks were 
greatly enjoyed by the boys, especi- 
ally the humorous jokes.

GIRL SCOUT NEWS

Doesn't this poem of Kipling just 
make you want to get out your camp 
togs and prepare for a week or two in 

camp? 

Camp Tall Trees, Media, our very 
own camp and also the Fifth National 
Training Camp, promises to be a very 
popular place this summer, as Head- 
quarters suggests that Captains have 
their girls fill out their applications 
as soon as possible after receiving 
them. If troops are planning a date 
for attending camp, may we draw 
your attention to a slight change in 
schedule? Instead of the one-week en- 
campment, being held the last of the 
season heretofore, it will be held at 
the beginning, from July 2 to July 9. 
After that there will be the regular 
twelve-day encampments, from Mon- 
day until a week from the following 
Saturday. 

Last year we had 44,400 Girl Scouts 
in all, in camp during the summer 
months. All told, we had 359 camps, 
which is a growth of 112 camps. We 
had so many new camps it was hard 
to keep track of them. 

It is very interesting to see what 
kind of activities are being developed 
in Girl Scout camps, and in looking 
over our reports at National Head- 
quarters, in New York, it was found 
that we are stressing five main lines: 

(1) A water program, which includes 
swimming, life-saving, boating, canoe- 
ing and, in some cases, sail-boating, 

(2) Camp Craft, which includes out- 
door cooking, hiking, trips and learn- 
ing the skill which goes with living 
comfortably in the woods. (3) Nature 
study. People are most enthusiastic 
about our new nature program, which 
has been developed by our Girl Scout 
Naturalist, Dr. Cady. (4) We are do- 
ing more and more with aesthetics, 
which includes dramatic, story-telling, 
music, English, country dancing, good 
out-door poetry and handicrafts. 
There is much variety in the kind of 
handicrafts we are doing— plaster 
casts, blue print collections, map-mak- 
ing and map-mounting, sketching, 
.painting!, whittling, weaving and all 
sorts of interesting woodsy things are 
coming more and more into use. (5) 
Wood games. Wood games are be- 
coming so popular that they are rapid- 
ly displacing organized athletics. The 
girls enjoy tremendously making up 
variations of tracking and trailing 
games. 

We find that many of our campers 
are looking forward to the time when 
they will be camp councillors. How 
glad we will be when that time ar- 
rives! Any Girl Scout who has this 
in mind will be wise to plan her sum- 
mers so that by the time she is through 
college she will have some experience 
and skill which will commend her to 
a Camp Director. We are swamped, 
with college girls with no special ex- 
perience in camping who want to go 
out as camp councillors, but who 
could not make any real contribution 
to the program. So, girls, learn all 
you can about the new nature pro- 
gram, and about cooking in the open 
and that sort of thing. Of course, 
music and dramatics are good special 
lines, too, and there is always place 
for girls over 21 years of age who 
are Red Cross life-saving examiners. 
Learn as many kinds of things as you 
can, girls, and then specialize in one 
or two lines.

General Wayne Group Organizes 
to Back New Commission Aspirant 



COUNTIES GAS AND 
SUBURBAN TO UNITE 



■ Sixteen Smaller Companies 

Will Also Be in 

Merger. 



PLAN BIG BOND ISSUE 



A pproval by Gove rnor Fisher 
• of the merger of the Counties Gas 
and Electric Co. and the Philadel- 
phia Suburban Gas and Electric 
Co. with 16 smaller concerns un- 
der control of the United Gas Im- 
provement Co., was announced at 
the U. G. I. offices Wednesday. 

The Governor approved the 
consolidation of the companies, 
with assets aggregating close to 
$75,000,000, at Harrisburg. 

The consolidated corporation 
will be known as the Philadelphia 
Suburban-Counties Gas and Elec- 
tric Co., and serve residents of 
Bucks, Montgomery, Chester and 
Delaware counties. 

A. W. Thompson, president of 
the U. G. I., announced the new 
company will shortly issue $10,- 
000,000 of 4V& per cent. 30-year 
gold bonds. 

A customer-ownership cam- 
paign also will be launched, and 
$3,500,000 of 6 per cent, preferred 
stock will be offered to consumers 
of the new company. 

The companies concerned made 
their proposal of consolidation 
originally to Governor Pinchot, 
who turned it down on the 
grounds that the rates charged by 
the Philadelphia Suburban Gas 
and Electric Co. were too high. 
This objection was met in a re- 
vised plan offered to Governor 
Fisher. 

The smaller companies includ- 
ed in the merger are the Bryn 
Athyn Gas Co., Bryn Athyn Elec- 
tric Co., Bryn Athyn Heat and 
Fuel Co., Spring City Electric 
Co., Warminster Township Gas 
Co., Warminster Township Heat 
and Fuel Co., South Coventry 
Township Electric Co., Royers- 
ford Electric Co., Newtown 
Square Gas Co., Newtown Square 
Heat and Fuel Co., New Hope 
Electric Co., Langhorne Electric 
Light and Power Co., Bucks 
County Public Service Co., Bucks 
County Gas and Fuel Co., Doyles- 
town Gas Co., and Bucks County 
Southern Gas Co. 

The merger was explained by 
Mr. Thompson as "another step 
into carrying out the announced 
policy of expansion" by the 
U. G. I. 

'As set forth in our annual re- 
port," said Mr. Thompson, "be- 
cause of the advances in the art 
of rendering public service, name- 
ly transportation, light, heat and 
power, as well as in the use of 
gas for manufacturing and domes- 
tic purposes, there seems now 
need for greater managing organ- 
izations which have the ability to 
organize the systematic and eco- 
nomic handling of public utility 
companies in their local service as 
well as the consolidation and mer- 
ger of companies where they 
make for greater economies and 
effect lower costs to patrons and 
provide better structures for fi- 



"Unified operation by co-ordi- 
nating existing facilities and or- 
ganizations will provide a more 
efficient and dependable service 
and enable more effective meth- 
ods to meet adequately future re- 
quirements, particularly in the 
communities heretofore served by 
more than one of the companies."

A political club whose expressed 
intent is to back a candidate of its 
own, and one other than James A. 
Stretch, present incumbent, for elec- 
tion to the Lower Merion township 
commission in the September pri- 
maries, is being formed in the Gen- 
eral Wayne district. The first meet- 
ing of this group was held last week 
in a private home on Montgomery 
avenue. 

Attending this organization ses- 
sion was a group of twenty-five to 
thirty men. A temporary chairman 
was selected and a tentative candi- 
date who the club will back as its 
candidate for General Wayne com- 
missioner was chosen. While all 
this information has been verified, 
no names are yet available. The 
reason is, the leaders declare, be- 
cause they wish to complete the or- 
ganization of their club before they 
divulge the roster of members. 

As present Commissioner James 
Stretch, of General Wayne, has not 
>et made public announcement that 
he will seek re-election, it is not 
certain that there will be a real fight 
for the post. If Mr. Stretch does 
come out, however, he will not get 
the support of the newly-formed 
political association. The spokesman 
for the group made that clear. 
Seek Business Man. 
"We have a widely-known busi- 
ness man in view for the job," he 
said. "If he will accept our back- 
ing and run for the position he 
will be just the person we want and 
should satisfy all the voters in this 
district." 

The present membership of the 
newly-formed club is made up 
mostly of residents in the "inner" 
district near Montgomery Pike op- 
posite Narberth. With these voters 
lined up leaders of the group are 
now making a canvass of the larger 
property owners in the back-coun- 
try part of General Wayne district 
in an effort to secure their support. 
The new political club was 
brought into existence largely by 
residents who are dissatisfied at the 
little attention which they claim their 
district has been receiving from the 
township commission. Larger road 
appropriations and more fire hy- 
drants are among some of the things 
wanted. 

The new organization has made it 
plain that it is not of the "mug- 
wump" independent' variety. It 
wants its claims recognized but will 
work with the township organi- 
zation leaders as much as possible 
to achieve those aims. 

In connection with the fight de- 
veloping against the re-naming of 
Commissioner Stretch, there have 
been rumors of other candidates. 
One of these declared that Carl B. 
Metzger, former Narberth burgess 
and a follower of former State Sen- 
ator Fletcher W. Stites would be a 
candidate for the General Wayne 
commission post. Mr. Metzer. a half 
a year ago. moved out of the bor- 
ough of Narberth and across the 
line into Lower Merion. 

Interviewed yesterday, however, 
he gave no encouragement to the 
report. "I know nothing about it," 
he declared. 

Commissioner Stretch, of General 
Wayne, is one of seven members of 
the Lower Merion Board whose 
terms expire this year. The others 
ire Dr. Charles Seidel, of Brvn 
Mawr; A. D. Warnock, of Haver- 
ford ; Andrew Macdonald. of North 
Ardmore ; William H. McMoran, of 
Pencoyd ; Frank H. Sykes. of Cyn- 
wyd; George W. Brown, of Bala.
